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METEOKOLOGICAL REMARKS. 

The foregoing tables have been compiled from five daily recorded ob- 
servations of the temperature, by the wet and dry thermometer .balbs, 
the barometer, and the direction of the wind, and state of the weather. 
These were made as in former years, at 6 and 10 a.m., and 2, 6 and 10 
F. M., in addition to which the minimum and maximum points of temper- 
ature were also noted. The place of observation, No. 74 Ludlow street, 
extends through to the yard of the prison on Essex street, which gives a 
free circulation of air from street to street ; it is also open to yards upon 
the north and south sides, extending to the street in each way about one 
hundred feet. Thermometrical observations were made upon all four sides, 
and the mean of these recorded, so that these tables give as nearly as 
possible the temperature of the air of the shaded side of the streets, which 
should always be the case in all city observations. Those aware of the 
topography of the city know that the southern and sheltered parts of 
New York, like that which this building occupies, are warmer in both 
summer and winter that the northern parts of the city. It was remarked 
that the winter of 185.5 and 1856 did not commence till about the open, 
ing of the year 1856, but that the winter of 1856 and 1857 began with 
December, 1856. It can now be seen that its severity abated with Feb- 
ruary, but it continued through the nominal spring month, March. The 
temperature fell to Zero on only one day in all the year, viz: in January. 

The mean temperature of the winter months is shown in the following 
table:

It may be seen by the foregoing table that January was the coldest 
month of the last, as well as of the previous winter. It had a greater 
drying power, out^doors, than February, March, April, July and Decem- 
ber, and having generally the least mean weight of water suspended in it 
of any month, the greatest in-door drying power when its temperature 
was raised above 60® 
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It may be necessary to remark here, in explanation of the twenty- 
fourth column of the preceding monthly tables, that the healthiest period 
of the year is that which has the smallest mortality, and in which out- 
door exercises can generally be taken with the most benefit to the well, 
and the least exposure to the ailing. It has been shown before, that 
the driest months of the winter were the most productive of disease to 
those who were much confined in-doors, on account of the great affinity 
of air raised from a low to a high temperature for moisture, and which, 
when artificial vapor was not supplied, absorbed it to an injurious degree 
from animal bodies and lungs. 

To resume, January was a very fine month, out-doors, having but two 
snow storms ; February was much warmer, and damper than any month 
of the past four winters, and March colder and drier than ordinary, 
although not more so than in 1856. There were not quite as many days 
of high wind as usual in this month. Ice, although not as plenty in the 
adjoining rivers and harbors as in the preceding severe winter, yet 
obstructed navigation to a greater extent than in some former years. 
April as usual had the most changeable weather and rain, and, also, the 
most easterly winds of any month, excepting November and December. 
It may be remarked here, that the weather for the last seven months of 
the year was more cloudy than that of the other five, and generally, also, 
much damper than formerly. May had more fine days than any other 
month, but was rather cooler than the average, although its last week 
was as warm as any in June, which month was also cooler than in former 
years ; vegetation rather backward, did not generally commence till the 
latter part of May. June was a very damp month, and had as many 
rainy days as any other in the year. Summer did not commence till the 
second week of July; there were but few very hot days, and the whole 
of it was much cooler and damper than usual. The temperature rose 
above 90° upon only three days in July, and one in August ; July w^as 
the dampest and most unhealthy month in the, year. A remarkable hail 
and rain storm, from the south-west, occurred on the 23d of August, be- 
tween 4k% and 5, f. m., doing great damage to dwellings and vegetation 
in the country ; the hail descended in great quantities, for about twenty 
minutes, in unusually large flattened globes of ice, many weighing, singly, 
sixty grains, and being over half an inch in diameter ; half an inch of 
water was precipitated into the rain gage. The wind and weather had 
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been variable daring tbe day, from cleftr to run, and fi«m nortk«ast to 
gonth-west, and the " barometer had bllen " dariDg the preTious twent;- 
fonr hooTB from 30* to 29'C4 inches. The Bommer ended with tbe Gtst 
week of September ; thia month waa ako the cooleat and driest of the 
eaUiy season ; it waa also drier than Octobo", which did not enjoj aa mooy 
fioe days aa omul ; this last was also a cod month, and nearlj all of the 
latter half of it was rainj, with winds rarying from nortli.eaBt to north- 
west, very moch like those in March ; tlrare waa do severe northeasterly 
run storm during tbe time. Winter weather commenced earlier than 
Qsoal, ia November the temperature fell daring a gale from the sonth- 
west to 18°, on the 2Ist, which day was also colder than any in the suc- 
ceeding month, and also colder than any day in tbe first three weeks of 
November, for twenty years ; the laat week of November waa alao cooler 
than any week of December escepting tbe last one. Tbe first snow 
storm of the seaeon occurred on the 22d of November, The mean tem- 
peratnre of November was lower, while that of December was higher 
than the average. 

The fdlowing mean readings bdng omitted in the summary they are 
now supplied in thia place. It is necessary, however, to say, that aa the 
barometer ranged lower than usnal, the fikct of there being a great abnn- 
dance of cloudy and rainy weather can be accounted for :

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REMARKS. 



The City Inspector, in his Annual Report for the year 
1857, feels a pleasure in stating, that with much addi- 
tional labor he presents to the Common Council, for their 
inspection and information a more complete collection of 
statistical matter than will be found in any former report 
emanating from this department. As the tables embraced 
in said report will be found, on examination, to be fuller 
and more explicit, the compiler, in prefacing the follow- 
ing remarks, begs leave to state, that as each table ex- 
plains itself by its title and figures, little more will be 
written in the remarks than briefly reviewing each table 
as it appears in the index, making comparisons with the 
statements of former years, and showing the ratio that 
some prominent diseases bear to the total mortality, 
with such other explanations as may be deemed useful and 
instructive. 

By examining the following table, which gives a com- 
parative statement of the mortality of the city of Now 
York for the last three years, i. e. 1856, 1856 and 1857, 
it will be seen that the decrease in the number of deaths 
in 1856 from the preceding year, nearly counterbalances 
the increase in the number of 1857 over 1856; the in- 
crease of 1867 over 1855, being only 291, which result, con- 
sidering the increase of population from immigration and 
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other causes, should call forth our thankfulness to a benign 
Providence.

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The statement entitled " General Summary," (page 5,) 
shows the whole number of deaths reported to this depart- 
ment for the year 1857, to be of all classes 23,333, an in- 
crease over the year 1856, of 1,675, of which 1,639 were 
white persons and 36 were persons of color; of the total 
increase compared with 1856, there were, males 1,151, 
females 524, and compared with the year 1855, we have 
presented in the foregoing statement an increase over 
that year of 291 deaths. 

The first table that presents itself is that entitled " Re- 
turn of Death in each month, divided into Adults and 
Children, &c." which will be found on page 6, and which 
shows that of the total number of deceased persons, 
23,333, for the year, 7,558 were adults, and 15,775 chil- 
dren, (or persons under 20 years, that being the age 
adopted for some years past for the division of adults 
and children, and being the best adapted to the forma- 
tion of the tables,) the former being to the latter in the 
ratio of 1 to 2tV nearly, and the deaths of children to 
the total deaths, as 1 to 1^1^, or 67*60 per cent.; of the 
adults, 4,034 were males, and 3,524 females, being in the 
ratio of men to women as 8 to 7; and of the total number 
of children, 15,775, there were males 8,584, females 7,191, 
making the proportion the former bear to the latter as 6 
to 5. By instituting a comparison with the corresponding 
table of 1856, we have the following result, viz: — of the 
total number of deaths in that year, 21,658, we have adults 
6,769, against 7,558, and children 14,889 against 15,775 in 
1857; the adults being to the children in the ratio of 1 to 
2i, and those of children are in the proportion of 1 to l-rn 
or 68*75 per cent, to the total number. The month in 
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which the greatest mortality appears to prevail is August, 
which shows the deaths to have been 2,821, being nearly ^ 
of the whole number of deaths for the year; yet, much as it 
outnumbers the others in the agregate, the deaths of adults 
are not as many by 23 as appear in October, although 
nearly 1000 more deaths occurred in the former than in 
the latter month. 

The column of adult deaths, presents the remarkable 
fact that the number of deaths of adult persons varies 
but little as influenced by the seasons, since each of nine 
months of the year, range between 636 and 697, the latter 
being the highest number of adults in any one month, 
(occurring in October.) In June there were 492 deaths of 
adult persons, being the lowest number in any month, — 
next following in number is July 576, and February 592. 

If to the number of days of the latter month, were 
added a period of three, to equal the month of March, the 
number of deaths, at an equal rate of its adult mortality, 
would be 655. 

By the foregoing I have endeavored to show that, as 
regards the death of adults, the seasons have but little 
effect, as each month in the year shows nearly a similar 
number. Not so as relates to infantile mortality, for, by 
examining the column of the deaths of children, there 
appears a great disparity in the number of each month, 
which, in order to exhibit more clearly, I have arranged 
in numerical order, as follows:

Which arrangement shows that the two last months of 
summer, and first month of autumn are the most produc- 
tive of infantile mortality. As the deaths for that period 
were 5,417, being to the total number of deceased chil- 
dren for the year in the ratio of 1 to 2x^j or 34*34 per 
cent. 

It will be seen, that of infantile mortality, the most 
favorable months were November, — (in which 949 deaths 
of children occurred) — June (970,) and December (1,069,) — 
showing the number for these months, (compared with 
the total deaths of children) to be as 1 to 5inr, or 18 '94 
per cent.

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During the month of August, when the greatest number 
of deaths occurred, the increase of the deaths of children 
mainly contributed to the startling total of 2,821 — the 
mortality of children for the month having been 2,149 — 
thus, while an increase of adult deaths to the number of 
96 is shown between the months of July and August, the 
same months show a difference in the deaths of children 
of 704; the infantile mortality of the month compared 
with that of the year being as 1 to 71, or 13 '62 per cent.

From the foregoing it will be seen that nearly two- 
thirds of the total mortality were children, under the age 
of 5 years. The number of deaths of persons of 6 years 
and upwards being 9094. It may reasonably be sup- 
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posed, that while the greater number of children dying 
were of foreign parentage, a conclusion inevitable to all 
who are familiar with the mortuary statistics of our large 
cities — yet but few were themselves born in other lands — 
hence it will be readily perceived how large the number 
of foreigners who are included in the deaths of adult 
persons.

Of the whole number of diseases producing the mor- 
tality contained in this report, nearly one-half is classed 
under twelve headings of diseases, mostly, confined to 
children — these twelve enumerated causes of death having 
a total of 10,895. 

The following table will prove valuable as illustrating 
the months when these diseases were most prevalent: 
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The table of deaths resulting from external causes, 
with nativity, color, sex and ages, (pages 10 and 11,} pre" 
sents the following noticeable features. The whole num- 
ber reported being 3138, which compared with the total 
mortality for the year, is as 1 to 7t, or 13 '41 per cent. 
Of the number occurring directly from injuries, 757, 
more tftan one-half, (385,) were of foreign birth, and the 
nativity of 63 were returned as unknown. 

In reviewing the accompanying tables many interesting 
facts are developed. The recapitulatory table, (pages 84 
and 85,) show, in the total number of deaths, (23,333,) 
there was an excess of males of 1903, or 17*76 per cent.; 
and the deaths of foreigners were, as compared with the 
native born, in the ratio of a little over 1 to 3, or 33 41 
per cent. 

The first decade of life shows the greatest number of 
deaths — the number dying under 10 years, comparing with 
the annual total, as 1 to 1|^, or 64 ' 39 per cent. The next 
decade in the rate of mortality is that between 30 and 40 
years of age; the deaths between these years, being to 
the total deaths, as 1 to 12i, or 8*20 per cent.

This calculation includes, as " under 1 year of age," all 
premature births and still-born reported. 

The next table, in its order, is one recapitulatory of the 
deaths, specifying the sex, nativity, color, age, Ac, (from 
page 86 to 101,) and presents the following facts worthy 
of notice: 

Of the deaths by Albuminuria, 44 were natives, and 
89, (two-thirds of the total number,) were foreigners. Of 
the deaths by Bronchitis, 248, Cmore thun two-thirds of 
the whole number returned), were children under 5 years 
of age. Cancer was the cause of death to more persons 
of foreign than of native birth — the proportion of the 
former to the latter being as 3 to 2; under the head of 
Cancer, without other specifications, the number of deaths 
was 35 — 7 males and 28 females — of which 16 were na- 
tives and 19 foreigners. Cancer of the breast, 20 females, 
16 of whom were of foreign birth. Cancer of the liver, 
total 20; males 13, females 7; natives 6, foreigners 14. 
Cancer of the stomach, 30; males 19, females 11; native 
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birth 11, foreign 19. Cancer of the womb, 43, of whom 
19 were natives, and 24 foreigners. Of deaths by Cholera 
Infaiitum, the table shows a decrease of 73 from the pre- 
ceding year. 

The greatest number of deaths from Congestion, both of 
the "brain" and "lungs," were of children; the former, 
those under 10 years, in proportion to the remainder, are 
as 1§ to 1. The latter shows 203 deaths of children, 
under the age 5 years, in a total of 307. 

Consumption maintains its formidable ascendancy in 
the statements of mortality, showing 2814 deaths, nearly 
one-eighth of the whole number, and an increase of 336, 
or 13 66 per cent., over the record of 1856. The deaths 
of the foreign born exceed the native, as resulting from 
this disease, by 656; the deaths of native born reported, 
having been 1078; of the foreign, 1734; unknown 2. 

The annexed, table will show the most fatal months 
and ages wherein the deaths from this disease occur. 
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The statement shows the most fatal months to have 
been November, 272, October, 260, and Jannary, 259, and 
the months when the lowest number of deaths occurred 
from this disease, to have been June, 184, July, 190, and 
April, 213; the highest number in the remaining months 
having been September, 254, and the lowest May, in 
which 222 deaths were reported. 

The greatest number of deaths from consumption, in any 
decade, or period of ten years, was that intervening be- 
tween 20 and 30 years of age, the decease of 790 persons, 
by this disease, having been reported; the next highest 
decade is from 30 to 40 years, the number being 666; 
the third in number is, from 40 to 50 years, 419. The 
deaths of white persons, by consumption as compared 
with the mortality of this class from all other causes, are 
as 1 to 8|^, or 11 '83 per cent.; those of colored persons 
dying of this disease, compared with the total deaths of 
that class by all other diseases, are as 1 to 4|, or 22*82 
cent., seeming to establish the fact that consumption is 
comparatively nearly twice as fatal to the latter as the 
former. 

Of the whole number of deaths by diarrhoea, 650, it will 
be observed nearly one-half, 235, were of children under 
1 year of age, and 402 were under 5 years. 

Dysentery shows a decrease of 106 deaths, or 24*82 per 
cent, from the report of 1856, the total being 321, of 
whom 176 were under 5 years, or 54*83 per cent, of the 
whole number. 

Erysipelas was the cause of 138 deaths, an increase of

It will be observed that the only increase was of scarlet 
and typhoid fever, numbering 50; while typhus, remittent, 
puerperal, congestive, bilious and all others showed a de- 
crease of deaths amounting to 179. It is also observable 
that during the year 1857 there was not a case of either 
ship or yellow fever. Of the deaths by puerperal fever it 
is remarkable that 90 of the 111 returned during the year, 
were of foreign birth.

Diseases of the Heart give an excess of the foreign over 
the native born of 8; the deaths o[ children as compared 
with adults were as 1 to 4^. 

Hooping Cough was reported to have been fatal in 270 
cases; the mortality from this cause for each of the past 
six years having been as follows; 1852, 187; 1853, 158; 
1854, 840; 1855, 377; 1856, 248; 1857, 270. 

Inflammation of the BowelSf'ihe proportion of the native 
as to the foreign born is shown to have been as 2 to 1 
and as adults compared with the children as 1 to I3. 

Inflammation of the Brain, exhibits a total of 416, of 
whom 347 were natives, 68 foreigners and 838 children, 
under the age of 20 years. 

Inflammation of the Lungs produced 1093 deaths; of 
whom 618 were males, 475 females, 793 natives and 300 
of foreign birth; 380 having been under one year of are, 
the whole number under five years being 665. The total 
shows an increase of 237 over the report of 1856. 

Intemperance is alleged as the cause of 124 deaths during 
the year and 93 from Delirium Tremens, giving a total 
of 217- 
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The returns, as made give the following result, Delir- 
Hum Tremens, males 85, females 8, natives 18, foreign 
born 75, of whom 67 were males. 

Intemperance^ males 71, females 53, native born 24, of 
whom 18 were males, foreigners 97, of whom 60 were 
males and 47 females; the nativity of three males, being 
returned as unknown. 

MarasmuSf next to consumption, stands prominent in 
the mortality tables of our city, 1662 deaths from this 
cause having been reported during the year. 

It is shown that 204, (78 males and 126 females), died 
of Old JIge; the nativity of the deceased was as follows: 
United States 28 males, 53 females; foreign birth 48 males 
and 72 females; unknown 2 mal6s and 1 female. 

The records show an increase of Premature Births of 
72 over the year 1856, the whole number for the year 
1857 having been 459. The number of Still-born com- 
pares favorably with the returns of the two years pre- 
ceding, the number in each being nearly the same, viz: 
in 1855, the report showed 1564, in 1866, 1556, and in 
1857, 1558. 

An increase of deaths by Small Pox of 35 is shown ov6r 
the year preceding: of the total for 1857, (423), it will 
be seen (137) nearly one-third, were children under one 
year. 

The number of adults compared with that of children 
dying of this disease is in the ratio of 1 to 5. 

The mortuary tables comprised in ihis report give 
cause for gratitude and congratulation .for the continued 
healthfulness of our city. With a rapidly increasing

population the statements show the total number of deaths 
for the year 1857 were less in number than the annual 
average of the past six years, the mortality in these years 
having been as follows:

The census of 1855, it is generally admitted, did not 
give a correct enumeration of the population of the city, 
by many persons it was estimated to be upward of 700,000^ 
instead of 629,810 as stated in the ofi&cial returns ; the 
census of 1850 gave the number at 515,394. 

From the above figures it will be seen that each year 
has added but slightly to the number of deaths, with the 
exception of 1854, when the cholera largely increased the 
number for that year. 

Free as has been our city from the prevalence of pesti- 
lence, much remains yet to be done to reduce the number 
of deaths resulting from preventable causes. It is the 
highest duty of government to provide for the. safety of 
the health and lives of the people, and it is to be regretted 
that indifference to so great an extent has marked the 
lapse of years, without the adoption of important sanitary 
measures frequently urged in the annual reports ema- 
nating from this department, in connection with which I 
would again call the attention of your Honorable Body 
to the following: 
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SASITAKT REIillS. 

Feeling sensibly the responsibility which attaches to 
the head of this department, I have deemed it my duty, in 
former reports, to direct your attention to topics, which a 
lengthened experience has proven to require the interpo- 
sition of your Honorable Body, in the enactment of sach 
reprcssiye and restrictiye ordinances as are necessary for 
the establishment and preservation of the public health. 
Before entering upon them, however, permit me to call 
your attention, briefly, to a few facts on which must de- 
pend, in a great measure, 

THE HEALTH OF THE CITY. 

It is generally conceded, though seldom adopted, as a 
rule of practice, that good air is an essential to the enjoy- 
ment of health, and that cleanliness is the promoter of 
this requisite. It is known, also, that the air is capable 
of retaining or holding in suspension or solution, particles 
of putrid animal and vegetable matter; hence, the idea of 
Jebrific agents, of a gaseous form, which are supposed to 
act on the animal system, through the medium of the 
atmosphere. This class of agents, we are told, consists 
of two orders, viz: — 1st, Infection, comprehending those 
febrific effluvia which are generated by the decomposition 
of vegetable and animal matter; and 2d, Aeriform^ con- 
tagion, generated by the animal system. 

The first of these, viz: Infection, consists of two genera. 
Ist. Those which result from the humid decomposition of 
vegetable and animal substances, contained in the public 
filth of cities, &c.; and 2d. Those of febrific effluvia, which 
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are generated by the decomposition of the natural exha- 
lations, and excretions of the human body, accumulated 
and confined in crowded and ill ventilated habitations. 

Without undertaking to illustrate these truths, suppos- 
ing them to be generally admitted, permit me to remark, 
that it is not improbable that to the above cause may be 
ascribed much of the ill health and mortality of this city. 
Of course, the modifications of disease produced by the 
agency of a poisoned atmosphere, in different localities, 
depend, in a great measure, on the different degrees of 
concentration, as well as on the particular character and 
proportion of the substances from which the putrid mias* 
mal particles are derived. But, " so deep and pervading, 
indeed, are its effects on the system," remarks an experi- 
enced writer on this subject, '* that it never fails to debase, 
in a remarkable manner, both the physical and moral con- 
stitution of the people. And not only does the stature and 
symmetry of the body suffer conspicuous deterioration, 
but, in course of time, the mind, becomes torpid, feeble, 
pusillanimous, and the moral sentiments debased." 

From these health destroying influences our city may 
be comparatively freed, by the enactment of stringent 
ordinances for the repression and removal of all inciting 
causes. Among which are the following: 

1st. The too general practice, among a portion of our 
population, of casting their garbage, slops and offal in 
front of, and around their dwellings; in the streets, courts 
and alley-ways, generating, as is well known, (from those 
decaying animal and vegetable substances,) poisonous 
gaseSi to the manifest injury of the health and comfort of 
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all classes of society. All attempts to keep our streets 
even in a tolerable cleanly condition, must prove futile, 
unless an effectual check is given to this shocking habit, 
by a strict enforcement of this police regulation; and I 
would again call the attention of your Honorable Body 
to the absolute necessity of an ordinance for the regu- 
lation of boxes for the reception of garbage, their num- 
ber, capacity, and right of use. 

2d. The injudiciously selected docks for the reception 
of night soil, and other kindred matter. The offensive 
odors constantly arising; the noise of passing carts, at all 
hours of the night; the inconvenience of closed windows, 
during the hot summer months, are nuisances easier to be 
conceived than described, and admonish us of the neces- 
sity of the selection of docks in the lower part of the city, 
comparatively deserted after business hours, from which 
the soil should be removed in barges. 

8d. The practice of packing tenement houses, from 
basement to attic, with human beings, to the manifest 
abridgement of comfort, health and life, should be no 
longer tolerated. The poor frequently are compelled to 
take up with small apartments, into which two, three 
and four, and sometimes five and six families are crowded; 
and in order to save fuel, and indeed, frequently from a 
total want of fuel, every access of the external cold air is 
carefully shut off. Add to this the filth, irregular and 
intemperate manner of living, and want of proper change 
of clothing, &c., which is almost inseparable from ex- 
treme poverty, and you^ have a combination of circum- 
stances, peculiarly calculated to geperate disease. Legia* 
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lative action in relation to these buildings, providing 
against the evil, is at once demanded. 

4th. The offensive odors arising from slips receiving 
the. filth and animal and vegetable substances from the 
sewers, owing to the exposure, and from a deficiency of 
water, is an evil which can, and should be at once reme- 
died, by authorizing the proper oflScers to cause the neces- 
sary dredging to be effected to maintain a proper depth of 
water. 

5th. The avocation of the chiffonurs subjects every part 
of the city to their presence, and the foul effluvia of their 
filthy gathering contributes its quota to the mortality 
of the city. Their fuming chaldrons of bones, and putrid 
carrion, and sickly effluvia, arising from every conceivable 
substance, in the upper wards where they mostly live, 
their filthy rags, containing the very seed of pestilence, 
spread out and hanging from every possible projection, 
combine in making each shanty a very leprous spot in the 
neighborhood in which they are located. 

6th. The practice pursued by the owners of swine, of 
carting their swill, garbage and offal from hotels and 
slaughter-houses, through the city in uncovered carts, is, 
not only a nuisance — vitiating the air we breathe — but 
is in direct violation of the city ordinances. The keep- 
ing of swine within the confines of the city should be at 
once prohibited. 

7th. The practice indulged in, along our wharves, of 
accumulating manure in heaps, for ihe purpose of '* rot- 
ting," as it is termed, is a nuisance, long and justly com- 
25 
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plained of. The process of turniug it over from time to 
time, exposing it alternately to sun and rain, impregnates 
the air with its fumes and ga^ses, which contaminate the 
whole surrounding neighborhood. The remedy suggested 
in my former report I would again respectfully urge 
upon your attention as follows, — " to prohibit entirely 
the deposit of horse manure at any place within the city 
limits; to have the persons who collect the maiyire, work 
under license, and provide for the immediate removal of 
all manure as soon as it may be collected. The same 
will apply to the accumulation of street manure, which 
has been frequently permitted to lie on the Corporation 
piers for a needless length of time/^ Thus, what is now 
a most serious nuisance, may be, not only abated, but, be 
made a very productive source of city revenue. 

8th. The practice of interring the dead within large 
cities must be condemned by any sane judgment, as 
highly pernicious, and dangerous to the public health, 
and I submit, should be prohibited without delay. Such 
burials are now prohibited south of Eighty-sixth street; 
but the prohibition should be extended; the rapid growth 
of the city demands it 

9th. Prom neglect of proper drainage in the yards, or 
• area way of houses, rain and waste waters from hydrants 
and other sources is permitted in too many cases to take 
its own course, into vaults or cellars, producing dampness 
and jeopardizing the health of whole families. To obviate 
this, roof and surface water should be conveyed to and 
connect with the soil pipes and sewers, so that by every 
rain, all filth would be effectually washed away. 
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10th. The nefarious traffic in diseased meat continues 
to be pursued to a fearful extent, and although I have 
succeeded in detecting its sale, and seized and sent to the 
oflFal boat, beef, veal and pork, in large quantities, of a 
most unsound and unhealthy character; yet th© want of a 
sufiBcient ordinance presents difiSculties still in the way of 
preventing its sale. The effectual plan of prevention is^ 
as I have stated in a former report, " to invest officers, 
selected by the City Inspector, with power to take, seize* 
and prevent the sale of meat deemed by them to be un- 
healthy, and bring the offending parties to justice." A 
proper consideration for the public health demands that 
such power should be conferred without delay. 

11th. The removal of the contents of privies during the 
warm months, when the exhalations are most intense 
the windows being generally open, I have before refer- 
red to, and is to some extent the fault of the public. 
The ordinances contemplate the work to be done during 
the late fall, winter and spring months, and it is to be 
regretted that they are so generally disregarded by those 
for whose benefit they were enacted. 

With slight additional expense and time, it is well

known that privies may be rendered inodorous.. I would 
therefore, again urge upon your attention, the expediency 
of adopting an ordinance requiring the deodorizing of all 
sinks before being emptied, especially during the time 
intervening between the months of March and November. 

The suggestions preeented by Dr. D. B. Reid, to the 
Commissioners of Health, especially having reference to 
the importance of adopting improved means for venti- 
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lating yessels detained at Quarantine, demand, in behalf 
of the best interests of the city, that a careful examination 
be given to the advantages of the proposed improvements- 
and I deem it not improper to append to this report the 
same in the hope that they may command the attention 
which I conceive them to merit. 

/. — Ventilation aiid Fumigation of Ships, as a means of obvi- 
ating the necessity of detention at Quarantine. 

Ventilation is justly considered one of the most impor- 
tant means of combatting and removing disease on board 
ship, of preserving the ship itself from premature decay 
by dry rot, and of removing all noxious exhalations, 
whether arising from disease on board, from the timbers 
of the ship, from the well, from the cargo, or from any 
other materials it may contain. 

'In the great majority of cases, if not in all, where qua- 
rantine has been deemed essential, it is contended that 
proof may be obtained that a sufficient quantity of fresh 
air has not had access to the hold in such ships, or to 
the goods with which they are loaded, presuming them 
to have been placed on board in an unobjectionable con- 
dition. This is still more the case, in general, where these 
goods have been shipped under circumstances that ren- 
dered them liable to the action of impurities prone to pro- 
duce disease, or to the conjoined influence of heat and 
moisture. And, even when detained at quarantine, it is 
considered that the ventilating arrangements commonly 
resorted to, might be rendered much more powerful, and 
contribute equally to the recovery of the sick and to the . 
prevention of any prolonged detention at quarantine. 
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The opening of the hatches, and the action of wind- 
sails, are often too local in their effect; and in calm wea- 
ther, when at the same time the temperature within and 
without the ship is nearly equal, the latter are compara- 
tively inoperative. 

It is suggested, accordingly, that a specific ventilating 
power should be provided and applied in all ships sub- 
jected to quarantine, so as to insure a more effective ven- 
tilation. 

Air has a three-fold action in the effect it produces 
during ventilation: 

(a.) It displaces vitiated air loaded with impurities.* 

(b,) It usually promotes evaporation from many mate- 
rials prone, to run into putrifaction when moist, but in- 
nocuous when dry, though under other circumstances it 
is apt to communicate moisture, if not heated to a proper 
temperature. 

(c.) It exerts a specific purifying chemical influence on 
numerous* animal and vegetable substances, tending ulti- 
mately to resolve them all into water, carbonic acid and 
nitric acid, and inorganic substances, such as lime, phos-. 
phate of lime, magnesia and oxide of iron, according to the 
elements which each may. contain. 

Hence the great power of ventilation, and its influence 
in subduing, or mitigating the severity of the most deleteri- 
ous atmospheres, and the necessity of its action being 
sustained with vigor in ships subjected to quarantine. 
For, without entering into details as to the theory of con- 
tagion, or the origin of epidemics, fresh air incessantly 
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removes products more or less noxious from all objectioQ- 
able materials, impurities must be dissipated in propor- 
tion to the amount of air passing over them in a given 
time; or, in certain conditions of the air, which can be 
imitated artificially when requisite, a state of dryness, or 
temperature can be induced that removes all apprehen- 
sion of disease from special cargoes, as to which under 
other circumstances, strong objections may be justly en- 
tertained. In other cases, decomposing chemical agents 
may be necessary, whose number and power of operation 
give ample opportunity of selection, according to the 
peculiarities of each individual case. 

* When the quarantine station is crowded with ships, 
when it is neaV the land, and especially when there is a 
calm, or merely a gentle inclination of the wind in one 
direction, the health of the crew and passengers in con- 
tiguous ships and localities renders it important that the 
vitiated air escaping from an infected ship should be sub- 
jected in each individual case, at first, to the direct action 

• 

of burning fuel, or special chemical agents, till its atmos- 
phere shall have assunned a more wholesome condition. 

Where ships are not crowded together at a quarantine 
station, and where the state of the external atmosphere 
secures a great and rapid dilution of the vitiated air as it 
escapes, it is not so necessary to subject it to the action 
of heat and of chemicals. 

The great point to be attended to is the direct removal 
of vitiated air from the bottom of the hold, at the wells, 
at the bow or the stern, a direct connection being estab- 
lished between these places and the ventilating power. 
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Or, the ventilating power maybe applied to the well 
alone, if by hatches and o4iher special apertures the fresh 
air entering be made to traverse the whole of the ship's 
hold in proceeding from the stem and stern of the ship to 

the well. 

* 

As to the nature of the power to be employed, a fanner 
will be found most generally useful. When employed for 
exhausting air, the tubes that convey the vitiated air to 
it mudt be made of materials that do not collapse. On 
the other hand, when such tubes are not employed, the 
fanner must be made to propel fresh air into the ship. It 
is better to exhaust vitiated air than to blow in fresh air 
when the atmosphere in any ship, or in any part of it, is 
in a very bad condition. In this case it is directly with- 
drawn and good air enters all over the ship. If fresh air 
be blown into the well of a ship, or any other part where 
the air is very foul, that very foul air is diffused through- 
out the whole ship, instead of being directly removed. 

The vitiated air, when withdrawn in a concentrated form, 
is more easily decomposed by the action of chemicals, or 
subjected to the influence of a destroying heat. 

A chimney, with a fire in it, expanding where the heat 
is produced, so as to allow the air to escape freely around 
the fire, is a complete substitute for an exhausting fanner. 

When a fanner is used, and vitiated air removed by 
exhaustion is further subjected to heat before being 
allowed to escape into the external atmosphere, the 
chimney proceeding from the fire does not require to be 
made higher than is requisite for -the right discharge of 
the vitiated air. 
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But when a fire is used for exhaustion as well as for 
the decomposing effect it produces on noxious exhala- 
tions, it is scarcely necessary to state that an altitude 
and diameter must be given proportional to the amount 
of air which it is intended to exhaust. 

At a large sea port, such as New York, it is suggested 
that in addition to the arrangements adopted in indivi- 
dual ships, one steam tug at least should be specially 
fitted for the purpose of ventilation and fumigation, and 
so constructed as to act with great power, consume the 
vitiated air it exhausts from any ship in the first instance, 
and then continue exhausting as long as may be required, 
blowing in an ordinary, warm, or other atmosphere, 
charged with fumigating gases, according to the peculiar 
nature of the ships and cargoes upon which it may have 
to operate. 

It is in no way desired to supersede at the Quarantine 
station the general use of windsails or any ventilating 
cap, cqwl or other apjjaratus dependent on the action of 
the external atmosphere, but to introduce in addition to 
such appliances an unfailing power that shall be as 
superior in the certainty and efiSciency of its action under 
all varieties of weather as the steam ship is to the ordi- 
nary sailing vessel. It is also strongly recommended 
that all ships, and most especially those that have no 
port holes, that carry goods and sail from stations that 
render them liable to quarantine, should have one main 
ventilating channel running along the keel from stem to 
stern. The upper part of the- hold on one or both sides 
has been preferred in. some ships, descending branches 
being conveyed in such cases to the well and to each 
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Beparate compartment ia ships having water-tight bulk- 
heads. Such a nnain ventilating channel would not only 
greatly facilitate all necessary operations at Quarantine, 
but, if put in action daily at sea, prevent, in all cases, that 
excessive severity of contamination of air that is so fre- 
quently tho cause of great mortality, and facilitate, at all 
times, the examination of the state of the atmosphere in 
the hold, by discharging a portion from time to time on 
deck. 

Again, the general adoption of an exhausting power 
that can, after removing the more vitiated air, be made to 
propel warm air by a mere change of valves, or transmit 
directly fumigating inaterials.to the place where they are 
most specially required, is an object of great practical 
importance. It facilitates general and local fumigation 
and all those specialties of action which each individual 
ship or cargo may require. In some cases, the cleaning 
and drying of the well of a ship, in others the removal of 
moisture by the action of quicklime in iron buckets, when 
the external atmosphere is very damp, and heated air can- 
not be used, and in some ships a local reduction of tem- 
perature by the use of ice, will often remove the greatest 
source of evil; but such measures cannot bo applied most 
advantageously till the general quality of the air shall 
have been improved,' and as much heat and moisture shall 
have been carried away as a free current of fresh air can 
discharge. In m^ published illustrations of ventilation, 
those referring to ships are taken principally from exe- 
cuted works in vessels of all dimensions, and numerous 
examples are giveft of some of the varied objects demanded 
in different classes of ships; but in meeting the great and

esBcptial wants of a quarantine Btation, a power acting 
on tlie atmosphere in any part of a Bliip and tlic applica- 
tion of heat, cold or chemicals for fumigation are ihe 
greatest desiderata- 

In some crowded quarantine grounds where ships can 
he stationed alongside a landing in which a tunnel or 
ventilating channel can be constructed, leading to a pro- 
per shaft furnace, and fanner, it will be found desirable 
to have a special auxiliary, ventilating power pnt in 
action on the shore, providing it with the same resources 
as have been described in adverting to the tug steam- 
boat. 

When the cargo of any ship, or anj part of it is in sach 
a condition that it cannot be adequately purified unless 
the bales or packages in which it may be contained shall 
be undone and esposed freely in a building, or in the 
open air, or to fumigations to an extent that may be 
impracticable on board ships, it should be transferred to 
a warehouse specially constructed for this purpose, and 
so arranged that part of it can be heated to any required 
temperature, and subjected to a powerful current of air 
by the action of a ventilating shaft or fanner. In general, 
a very moderate elevation of temperature aids greatly 
the power of the atmosphere io removing noxious exhala- 
tions, and arresting their production. 

Each individual substance, capable of producing disease, 
la found to be most active within a special range of tem- 
perature, and with a particular amount of moisture; every 
change in these respects tends to arrest or retard the 
I course of putrefaction. 
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Again, in reference to the Quarantine Hospital, the 
following suggestions are submftted to the consideration 
of the Board: 

1. That a special ventilating shaft should be constructed 
in every quarantine hospital, and that its power should 
be such as to draw away the vitiated air, that may have 
passed over any patient, and become loaded with expired 
air, or exhalations from his person, so that little or npne 
shall return and mingle with the general atmosphere of 
the ward in which^he may be placed. 

2. That the fire in the ventilating shaft shall be capable 
on all necessary occasions, of communicating such a tem- 
perature to the passing vitiated air, as shall entirely 
remove all apprehension as to the escape of any infectious 
atmosphere . 

3. That when desired, no air whatever shall escape 
from the patients' wards, the dead room or any other 
place that may be a source of infection, except through 
the above-mentioned shaft. 

4. That one room at least shall be provided in each 
such hospital that shall enable the superintending phy- 
sician to direct any amount of warm, cold, dry, or moist 
air in an unceasing stream over any patient, and with any 
infusion of steam he may require, accompanied by the 
additional resources of a warm or cold shower bath, at 
any required temperature, or such special gassesor chemi- 
cal vapors as may be deemed desirable. 

5. That in the construction of any new hospital the 
site selected and the construction adopted shall admit a 
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pure external atmosphere, that may be cooled in summer^ 
aS well as warmed in winter; and the whole hospital be 
treated as a large pneumatic apparatus, to any required 
extent, and charged continuously with any amount of 
chemicals that may be prescribed. Such arrangements are 
not incompatible with the introduction of the ordinary 
resources aflForded by windows, but they must be shut 
altogether, or to any required extent, to admit economi- 
cally of the controlling action of the ventilating shaft. 

The preceding observations, and the illustrations that 
can now be given, with the aid of the accompanying appa* 
ratus will enable the nriennbers of the Board to judge 
more precisely of the nature of the practice recommended. 
It has been provided, since the resolution was passed, 
which led to this report, and is not intended to present a 
precise and proportionate model of any works or ma- 
chinery, though sufiScient for the illustrations contem- 
plated when it was proposed. 

II. Suggestions as to the preservation of Public Health in 

the city of JSTew York. 

The general preservation of health in any large city is 
a wide and comprehensive subject, exclusive of the ques- 
tion of quarantine, and the quality of the food with which 
it is supplied; and in presenting the following suggestions, 
I have stated briefly the leading outlines of the principal 
points that have occurred to me from a personal inspec- 
tion of the greater part of the city and of the contiguous 
islands. 

1. It is suggested that a much more extensive system of 
cleansing the city should be introduced than is at present 
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enforced, and that the cost of removing refuse dnst and 
debris from streets, habitations and other places, might be 
largely assisted by a right assortment of these materials, 
at suitable depots, where they might be sold at a higher 
rate than at present, for agricultural purposes. 

Should any diflSculty occur at first in the removal of 
the refuse, or in selling it at a proper price, it is con- 
sidered that it would materially promote the necessary 
adjustments were a few blocks selected in some of the 
more crowded localities of the city, and all the refuse 
from them applied to agricultural purposes under the 
direction of a competent superintendent. This might be 
done at Black well's or at Randall's island, and the pre- 
cise cost of collection and removal, as well as the value 
of the labor expended subsequently, being accurately 
determined, there would then be more correct data to 
guide the city authorities, and the farmer in making the 
proper allowance for its value. 

2. Where a proper system of drainage and sewerage 
has not been introduced, it is suggested that large col- 
lections of putrefying refuse should be prevented, and 
arrangements instituted for replacing them by dry in- 
odorous manure, formed by the actions of dried earth 
and other absorbents, in a different form of privy specially 
constructed for the purpose and capable of being cleansed 
with facility. 

Further, looking to the importance of this question in 
an agricultural point of view, to the great amount of the 
probable increase of population in this city, and to the 
extent the contiguous waters and shores may be affected 
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in the courge of time, it is desirable to adopt every avail- 
able meaDS for diminishing aoy contamination vhicb can 
be economically presented, as well aa to stop all in&ltra- 
tiou of materials into the groand in the imtnediate vicinity 
of the habitations of the people, from a liquid pestilential 
refuse in a constant state of putrefaction. 

3. The peculiarities of the geological structure of the 
district rendering it snsceptible to many collections of 
stagnant water in its present condition, the more free use 
of quick-lime is recommended from time to time, to re- 
move their noxious qualities. 

4. The introduction of ventilating ahafta, with appro- 
priate furnaces, is recommended in all manufactories, or 
other places where smoke, fumes, or cxbalation are dis- 
engaged, that are the cause of just complaint to the neish- 
bonring popnlation. These fames can, in general, be de- 
stroyed and rendered innoxious in the manner that has 
been explained in the observations made on quaraotiQe. 

Bat, in cases where they resist the action of beat, they 
can be subjected to the inflnence of vrater or special chemi- 
cal agents, so as to absorb or decompose them. 

Such shafts should be erected, also, at all depots for the 
collection and disposal of any decomposable refuse, accord- 
ing to its condition, and the density of the population in 
the locality in which it may be placed. 

Small locomotive fire-places and shafts are often used 
with advantage, in special manufactories, in ventilating 
drains loaded with noxious gases that reqnire to be 
ed, or in removing the foal air from old wells or 
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5. The ventilation of individual buildings, public and 
private, is perhaps more broadly connected with the 
general health of the population than any other question. 
External cleansing, drainage and sewerage are absolutely 
essential for the preservation of a proper external atmos- 
phere; and while the wideness and general disposition of 
the streets is rightly conducive to the free circulation of 
air, the conviction has been pressed upon me, by what I 
have seen, on numerous occasions, that individual blocks of 
buildings require a more free supply of air, in the inte- 
rior, than they at present receive, to facilitate the re- 
moval of vitiated air that is apt to stagnate in calm wea- 
ther, within the area which they surround. When there 
are many sources of vitiated air within such areas, the 
effect is very marked, when the barometer is low. It is 
true that individual blocks are seldom so complete als to 
prevent altogether any access of air, except over the 
roofs, to this internal area; nevertheless, it appears to me 
this subject is well worthy of consideration, particularly 
where the buildings are high. 

But, it is within doors that ventilation more especially 
demands attention; and, in this respect, notwithstanding 
numerous exceptions, the prevailing effect witnessed is 
imperfect ventilation, and numerous defects, such as pre- 
vail in European cities, thAt might be easily obviated, were 
the principles and practice of ventilation more generally 
understood. 

The more numerous class of evils arising from this 
source are so extensive and powerful in their operation, 
that they well deserve the attention of those who are 
charged with the preservation of the public health; at the 
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same time, as they occar where direct interference w6uld 
be challenged and resisted, it is only by the increasing 
intelligence of all classes of the community that they can 
be adequately met and overcome. Nevertheless there are 
two measures that would greatly promote tho progress of 
ventilation, and penetrate the workshop, the oflSce, the 
manufactory, as well as the habitations of individual men, 
and extend their influence to public buildings of every 
description. The first of these is the adoption of a sys- 
tem of instruction in schools and academies, and in popu- 
lar institutions, for illustrations in practical science to 
adults, for diflFusing, generally, correct information as to 
the nature and construction of the human frame, and of 
the consequences of defective ventilation. Secondly, the 
institution of a specific course of instruction in colleges 
and other institutions, by which students of medicine, 
architecture, engitieering, arts and manufactures, and 
others specially interested in the subject might acquire 
the knowledge requisite for each, in their own depart* 
ments. 

The same enlightened views that have led to the gene- 
ral support of educational measures for the public good, 
call equally for the attainment of a great public object 
that has not hitherto been adequately met, and one calcu- 
lated, if properly supported and carried into execution, 
to prevent thousands of deaths, annually, in the largest 
cities, and hundreds of thousands of cases of disease, if 
conformed with the other measures essential to sanitary 
improvement. 

6. Tenement buildings are susceptible, perhaps of a 
greater amount of improvement than any other class of 
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habitations. They have been the subject of numerous ex- 
periments, on a large scale, in diflFerent parts of Europe, 
and many illustrations may be gathered from different 
buildings in this city; but it is impossible to examine the 
basement and the staircases, the individual habitations, 
the flues, or the roofs, without seeing that they are suscep- 
tible of vefy considerable improvements, with little or no 
material increase of cost. There, also, improvements in 
the present disposition of the stagnant refuse in their 
vicinity would be invaluable. 

• 

7* The same considerations that led to the arrangements 

for the protection of emigrants appear to render it desir- 
able that some lodging houses should be subject to syste- 
matic inspection, and that they should also be under 
authority in^eference to cleansing and ventilation. 

8. It is suggested that an extended system of baths and 
wash-houses would be of great value in particular dis- 
tricts. 

9. It is recommended that all stables within the city 
should be subject to inspection, control, and alteration, 
where they are not properly cleansed and ventilated. 
Many stables in New York contaminate, largely, the air 
in their vicinity. 

10. There are, perhaps, few cities where the rising 
generation have fewer spaces available for out-door exer- 
cises, than in New York. It is recommended, accordingly, 
that every opportunity should be seized of increasing the 
play-grounds attached to public schools, of securing free 
spaces, when practicable, in rebuilding streets, or dis-

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ti'JCts whers many buildings mast be removed, and of 
making all squares and free spaces as useful as possible, 
for exercise and recreation. Tnough the new park will 
be invaluable for these purposes, still it cannot be too 
continuous]; kept id view, that the health and strength of 
numbers is often more dependent on the exercise and 
recreation which they can obtain in the immediate vici- 
nity of their habitations, than on any other cause. A full 
appreciation of all the peculiar' advantages which New 
York has, by its ferries, steamboats and railroads, to its 
noble bays and its magnificent rivers, and tbe contiguous 
districts in every direction, does not render less import- 
ant the condition of the locality in which we may con- 
tinue to live, as it must always produce the most persist- 
ent effect on tbe constitution. 

In the general progress of its more recent architecture, 
many of the continuous groups of first-class habitations in 
this city rival any similar class of habitations in any 
European city, and perhaps few, if any of the more north- 
ern citifes in Europe, including London and Paris, approx- 
imate to it in the quality and supply of water it receives, 
and of the capabilities of which this department is still 
nimcentihle! but the very causes that have accelerated the 
bis city, have, also, led it to partake of those 
ted with the habitations of the poorer classes 
inity, which are now attracting so large a 
tion on both sides of the Atlantic. 

g to the probable future extension of New 
as to the rebuilding of old habitations, if 
i investigations in reference to sanitary im- 
hc coDStruction of experimental buildings, 
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with the view of testing, practically, the plans recom- 
mended, and the examination of many of the principal 
cities in Europe, for sanitary purposes, as well as the part 
taken in public works, lead you to attach any weight to 
ray opinion, then I submit to your consideration the sug- 
gestions presented as to the institution of a college of 
architecture^ or any equivalent measure, and for the gene- 
ral diffusion of information as to the. principles of hygiene, 
among the great mass of the population, as the most 
important I have been led to advocate during the last 
twenty years, for attaining the great objects the Board of 
Health has in view, for securing the united co-operation 
of architecture and agriculture, with the views of the 
medical profession, and for promoting, from time to time, 
all those specific improvements which their resources, 
assisted by the chemistry and the engineering of modern 
times may render it desirable to introduce. 

In no place can a college of architecture be founded with 
such advantage, as in a large city such as New York, 
where so much building is in progress, and from which 
improvements will naturally extend to the whole Ameri- 
can continent. 

Every city has its own special diflBculties to contend 
with, but the principal obstacle in all cities, to the right 
progress of sanitary improvement, is the absence of suffi- 
cient information on this subject in the great mass of the 
population. Where there is an ample supply of water, 
where grave-yards are excluded from a city and its im- 
mediate precincts, where general cleansing, surface and 
deep drainage are placed on a proper footing, where all 
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teaoufacturiag and other cBtablishmeDts prodifcing offen- 
'sive Bmoke and noxious vapors or exhalations &re com- 
pelled to destroy them, or absorb them within the pre- 
mises where they are formed; where large or small col- 
lections of decomposing refnse are absolutely interdicted, 
or flubjectcd to efBcient control before tbey are removed; 
where a strict quarantine excludes external sonrccs of 
disease, and where sufficient open space is reseTved for 
exercise and recreation, there are still innumerable ope- 
rations and occupations in individual life that too often 
tell coniinaonsly in undermining the general tone of 
health, and which nothing can be expected to reach 
without the increased knowledge and intelligence of the 
population. As it advances in art and science, new ma- 
terials, new operations and new structures require cor- 
responding provisions and adaptations. 

Fin.ally, in concluding these observations, it may be 
remarked, that if it be demonstrable that human life is, 
in general, greatly and most injuriously abridged by 
many preventable causes, and that a larger amount of 
disease, suCTering and death arises from their insidious 
operation, than is often produced by the most pestilential 
epidemics of modern times; it becomes a proper subject 
of inquiry, whether the experience of former days, the 
general progress of science, and particularly the elucida- 
tion which the origin of many diseases has derived from 
the discoveries of chemistry, do not emphatically point 
out that the combination of the skill and resources of 
different professions is the great object required to pro- 
and sustain sanitary improvement, with adequate 
my, and that the increased intelligence of a vhole 
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state or nation, in the chemistry of daily life, would en- 
able it to penetrate, largely, the habitations of all clasess 
of society.

The following remarks from the "Fourth Annual Report 
on the Births, Marriages and Deaths, in the city of Pro- 
vidence for the year ending, December 31st, 1858, by 
Edwin M. Snow, m. d.," are appended, in the hope that 
physicians and others will appreciate the importance of 
stating in the certificates of death, (especially of children), 
the nativity of the parents of thfe deceased, in order that 
the report of the City Inspector may embrace information, 
the value of which is set forth in the remarks of Dr. 
Snow in a manner so able as to need no addition thereto, 
other than to call attention to the remarks, and to urge 
the fact of the value of such statistics in connection with 
the mortuary tables of t^je city of New York, where so 
great a foreign population is resident, and at which port 
so many thousands are landed every year, who pass 
through on their way to their future homes in other parts 
of the country. 

*'Pabentagb vs. Nativity. 

" The following remarks relate to what is believed to be 
an important subject. They will illustrate one particular 
in which the mortality reports of the city of Providence 
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differ from nearly all similar reports ia this cooatry, and 
will show the reasons for the plan adopted here. 

" In reports upon mortality, it is customary to divide 
the population into classes, and show the number of deaths 
and other particulars, in relation to each class. Thus, we 

show the number of deaths of males and females, of 
whites and colored, of married and single, of native and 
foreign, the number in different localities, and the number 
at different periods of life. 

"One most important object of this division into classes, 
is to show the effect of the different natural and artificial 
circumstances in which the population is placed, upon the 
mortality of the community; and thus to ^icquirc know- 
ledge in relation to the original cause of disease and 
death. The application of such knowledge to the re- 
moval of the causes of diseases, and its connection with 
measures for the improvement of the public health, is 
obvious. 

"For the purpose of obtaining such information, par- 
ticularly in the cities of this country, the most important 
of all these divisions into classes, is the classification 
according to parentage; — the classification according to 
parentage as distinguished from the classification according 
to nativity. 

" In all reports upon mortality in this country, except 
in this city and in Boston, and in the last two Rhode 
Island Reports, no distinction is made between parent- 
age and nativity; or rather, the nativity alone is given, 
and no reference is made to parentage. 
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'* It is well known, that the foreign population, as a 
class, in this city, and in other cities in this countrj) £^1*6 
under entirely diflFerent sanitary influences from the 
American population. The greater portion of the foreign 
population live in a miserable class of tenement houses, 
with all the want of conveniences, and positively inju- 
rious influences of such houses; their social habits are not 
calculated to preserve health; and a knowledge of the 
laws of hygiene is entirely wanting among them. Of 
course, the children of foreign parents are subject to the 
same injurious influences upon health, and suffer from 
them more than the parents themselves. 

*' It is evident that any classification of mortality statis- 
tics should include the children in the same class with 
their parents. This is done by the classification accord- 
ing to parentage; but the classification according to 
nativity, would include nearly all the children of foreign 
parents with the American population. In other words, 
the division of the population, according to nativity, 
makes two classes, as follows: 

" The first class includes Americans and their children, 
and also the children of foreigners. The second class 
includes only adult foreigners. 

" The effect of the two kinds of classification, by parent- 
age and by nativity, is shown by the following exatnples. 

"The number of deaths, in Providence, during three years 
past, 1856 to 1858 inclusive, was 3007. Classed accord- 
ing to nativity, or birth place, there were of 

•'American nativity, 2443; foreign nativity, 564; total 
3007. 
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" Glaseed.^QordiDg tO:parent%go, tber^a we^e <>f :. 

/'American parentage, 1§76; foreign parentage, 1431; 
total, 8007- .: - 

.'* This. Bhowa that, in the elasaification according to 
nativity, 867 diildren of foreign parents, are intlndeH 
with .the American population,, though they are really 
subject to all the sanitary, social,.and other influences of 
the foreign population. For all purposes of sanitary, or 
ajiy other investigation, it is evident that these children 
should be included with the foreign population. 

^ ^^Take another example. During the month of Septem- 
ber, 1858i there were 86 deaths in the city of Providence. 
Classed according to nativity, there were, of persons 

"Born in the United States, 80 deaths; average age, 
18*8 years. 

Born in other countries, 6 deaths; average age, 39*00 
years. 

** Classed according to parentage, there were of 

" American parentage; 42 deaths; average age, 34*3 
years. 

" Foreign parentage, 44 deaths; average age, 68 years. 

**Can there be any doubt which is the correct classifi- 
cation ? 

" Take a third ejamplc. Puring three years, 1856 to 
1868 inclusive, there were 156 deaths in the city, from 
cholera infantum. Classed according to nativity, there 
were of 

"American nativity, 156; foreign nativity, 0; total, 156, 
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'^ Classed si'CiiotdiDg to parentage, there were of 

''American parentage, 55; foreign parentage, 101; 
Total, 156. 

*' Thus, nearly all the mortality reports of cities in this 
.^country, as they give only the classification according to 
nativity, show that none but Americans die from cholera 
infantum. 

^* These examples are sufficient to show, that the classifi- 
cation of mortality statistics, according to parentage, 
particularly in our cities, should be adopted for all pur- 
. poses of sanitary and other investigation. They also 
show, that the classification, according to nativity, has no 
value whatever; but on the contrary, gives erroneous in- 
formation, and is only calculated to mislead and deceive 
the inquirer after truth. 

*' Believing in the truth, and in the importance of these 
views, I have, in the mortality reports of the city of Pro- 
vidence, made all the classifications and analyses of the 
facts, according to parentage. The results obtained, as 
shown in this, and in the preceding reports, have been of 
a most surprising character, and, in my opinion, fully 
show the correctness of the plan adopted. 

'* One fact, resulting from the recapitulation of three 
years' statistics, may be given here. The number of 
deaths, in Providence, of persons of foreign parentage, 
during three years, 1856 to 1858 inclusive, was 1431. 
But if the deaths of persons of foreign parentage had 
been in the same proportion to the population living, as 
those of American parentage, the number would have 
been 1007, or 884 less than the actual number. In other 
88 
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words, if the foreign popnlation bad been in tbe mine 
circumstances, and nnder the same sanitary infliiences as 
the American population, 334 lives would have been 
saved, in the three years, or moro than one in five of all 
who died, of the foreign population. 

"This fact could not have been learned by a classifi- 
cation, according to nativity. On the contrary, the classi- 
fication, according to nativity, would show that the annual 
mortality, during the last three years, has been one in 41 
of the persons living, of American nativity, and only one 
in 70 of those living, of foreign nativity. It is diJEcult to 
perceive any value in a fact of that description." 

In conclusion, it is earnestly hoped that physicians 
(and others concenied], will, in future, state the nativity 
of the parents of deceased children in the certificates of 
death returned to this office, so as to enable the head of 
the department hereafter, to form a correct classification 
of children of foreign parentage, compared with those of 
natives.
